REPORT  FOR  1947. 

It  is  with  some  misgiving  that  we  present  this  the  23rd  Annual 
Report  of  the  Hospital.  It  may  well  be  the  last  of  such  reports  in 
their  present  form  as  on  July  5th,  1948,  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  comes  into  operation  and  the  Hospitals  are  transferred  to  the 
State.  It  is  not  yet  possible  to  say  to  what  extent  local  control  will 
be  entertained  but  it  is  hoped  that  a  local  Committee,  which  accord- 
irng  to  the  Act  is  to  be  known  as  a  House  Committee,  will  be  given 
power  to  attend  to  the  day  to  day  running  of  the  Hospital. 

The  installation  of  heavier  electric  mains  and  more  modern  and 
efficient  lighting,  foreshadowed  in  the  last  Annual  Report,  has  now 
been  completed,  u/nd  the  rnter.or  of  the  Hospital  has  teen  completely 
re-decorated,  this  has  meant  -  some  considerable  interruption  of  rhe 
Medical  and  Surgical  work  and  one  Public  'Ward  was  closed  for  about 
two  months,  this  has  consequently  meant  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  patients  admitted  and  a  likewise  decrease  in  the  income  from  the 
Hospital  Contributory  Patients,  but  it  was  impossible  to  carry  out  the 
work  without  some  inconvenience,  and  our  thanks  are  due  to  Matron 
and  her  Staff  who  carried  on  under  such  difficulties. 

During  the  past  year  the  Hospital  benefited  to  the  extent  of  £450 
under  the  will  of  the  fate  Mrs.  Chalcraft  of  Sutton. 

The  British  Hospitals  Association  have  issued  a  cicrcular  with  the 
concurence  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the  effect  that  after  July  5th 
gifts  can  still  be  made  to  a  particular  Hospital  and  will  be  retained 
by  that  Hospital  for  its  own  use;  among  the  purposes  for  which  gifts 
will  be  welcomed  are  add  tional  amenities  for  Patients  and  Staff.  None 
of  these  Voluntaryy  Gifts  (including  Annual  Subscriptions  and  Dona¬ 
tions)  will  be  transferable  to  the  State  or  to  meet  the  ordinary  cost  of 
Hospital  Maintenance. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  Balance  Sheet  reveals  an  excess  of 
expenditure  over  income  to  the  extent  of  just  on  £1380,  but  with  con¬ 
tinued  Financial  Support  the  Committee  hopes  to  hand  over  the 
Hospital  free  of  debt  although  it  is  obvious  very  little  money  will  be 
left  in  reserve,  but  we  shall  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  we 
are  handing  over  a  Hospital  that  is  well  ecuipped  and  completely  up- 
to-date  in  every  department,  a  credit  to  North  Walsham  and  District 
and  a  worthy  memorial  to  those  who  gave  their  lives  in  the  first 
World  War. 

We  conclude  this  report  by  express  mg  our  thanks  to  the  Honorary 
Medical  and  the  Nursmg  Staff  for  their  continued  loyal  support  for  the 
Hospital,  as  without  their  devotion  to  du'y  the  Hospital  would  not  keep 
the  good  name  ard  reputation  it  has  so  justly  earned.
